The wharf here is lined 


with emigrants as far as the eye can reach. 
The war in Denmark has done much to do 
away with prejudices on the part of the 
Germans against America, because the 
London Times was about the only paper 
taken here, which contained articles rela- 
tive to America, and all those articles, in 
times past, as well as at present, were un- 
friendly to the North. 
During the Dan- 


ish -war, the London Times advocated the 
side of the Danes. This opened the Ger- 
mans' eyes ; they discarded the Times, and 
sent their own correspondents to America, 
and since then a much better feeling to- 
wards America prevails here, and the em- 
igrants are a better class than usual." 


K1KBV SMITH'S SURRENDER. 


The Official Term* •• Drawn up and 


Signed. 


Terms of a military convention, enter- 


ed into this 2Cth day of May, 18C5, at New 
Orleans, La., between General E. Kirby 
Smith, Confederate States army, command- 
ing the Department of Trans-Missifsippi, 
and Major General E. R. S. Canby, Unit- 
ed States army, commanding army and di- 
vision of West Mississippi, for the sur- 
render of the troops and public property 
of the military and naval 
> authorities 


of the Trans-Mississippi Department. 


I. All acts of war and resistance against 


the United States, on the part of the troops 
under General Smith, shall cease from 
this date. 


II. The officers and men to be paroled 


until duly exchanged, or otherwise re- 
leased from the obligation of their parole 
by the authority of the Government of the 
United States. Duplicate rolls of all offi- 
cers and men paroled to be retained by 
such officers as may be designated by the 
parties hereto—officers giving their indi- 
vidual paroles, and commanders of regi- 
ments, battalions, companies and detach- 
ments signing a like parole for the men of 
their respective commands. 


III. Artillery, small arms, ammunition 


and other property of the Confederate 
States, including gunboats and transports, 
to be turned over to the officers appointed 
to receive the same on the part of the Gov- 
ernment of the United States; duplicate 
inventories of the property to be surren- 
dered to be prepared, one copy to be re- 
turned by the officer delivering, and the 
other by the officer receiving it, for the in- 
formation of their respective commanders, 


IV. The officers and men paroled under 


this agreement will be allowed to return 
to their homes, with the assurance that 
they will not be disturbed by the author- 
ities of the United States as long as they 
will continue to observe the conditions of 
their parole and the laws in force where 
they reside; except that persons resident 
in the Northern States, and not exempted 
in the amnesty proclamation of the Presi- 
dent, may return to their homes on taking 
the oath of allegiance to the United States. 


V. The surrender of property will not 


include the side arms, or private horses, 
or baggage of officers. 


VI. All horses which are, in good faith, 


the private property of enlisted men, will 
not be taken from them ; the men will be 
permitted to take such with them to their 
homes, to be used for private purposes on- 
!y- 


VII. Thc time, mode and place of parol- 


ing and surrender of property, will be fix- 
ed by the respective commanders, and it 
will be carried out »y commissioners ap- 
pointed by them. 


VIII. The terms and conditions of this 


convention to extend to all officers and men 
of the army and navy of the Confederate 
States, or any of them, being in or belong- 
ing to the Trans-Mississippi Department. 


IX. Transportation and subsistence to 


be furnished at public cost for the officers 
and men (after being paroled) to tho near- 
est practicable point to their homes.

J.'hnson, one of the \vcalthiest men in the 
S;ut'n, died on the 15th of May, at hi» 
home near Edenton, in North Carolina, 
lie disinherited all bis relatives because 
they loft him and identified themselves 
with tbe rebel cause. 
His property, 


amount!up to many millions of dollars, he 
left to a few personal friends. 
His im- 


mense possessions, on the Roanoke river, 
cumprise the richest lands in the country. 
At the outbreak of tbe rebellion, he told 
bis slaves, numbering nearly a thousand, 
that the war would make then free, and 
they could remain with him or go where 
they pleased. He was a personal friend 
of Henry Clay, whose indebtedness, which 
amounted to over thirty thousand dollars, 
Mr. Johnson is said to have canceled with- 
out Mr. Clay's knowledge, who was never 
able to ascertain who his benefactor was. 
He was about 80 years of age when he 
died, and w_as a devoted Union man up to 
the hour of bis death. 


OTR SOLDIERS—THE AMERICAN MAN.— 


All those who had the fortune to see the 
review of tho army of tho Potomac and 
the army of Sherman in Wa_shington last 
week, were greatly struck with tha superb 
physical developement of the two hundred 
thousand young men who then marched 
past the President. 
Their healthfulness, 


strength and size, their litheness and vig- 
or, their freedom from superfluous fat 
and muscle, the firmness of their tread 
and force of their movement, were very 
notable. Those ignorant European wri- 
ters who assert that man in America has 
physically degenerated, would have found 
their theories comnletely overthrown by 
this spectacle. 
Observers on the spot 


generally estimated that the western ar- 
my averaged somewhat more in height— 
say about an inch—than the army of the 
Potomac; but the men of either army 
were much taller than the French or any 
other European troops. As for the aver- 
age age of the troops, General Grant puts 
it now, at the close of the war, at about 
twenty-three years. 


There is no doubt that campaigning 


has done much for the physique ot the 
million young men who have been in the 
army. The open-air life, the simple fare, 
the hardy exercise, the discipline, have all 
affected them favorably. The war hag 
not been so long or so destructive as to 
cause physical degeneracy, such as result- 
ed to the French after the Napoleonic 
wars. It has not been carried to the 
point of exhaustion. It has ended rather 
with their perfect developement.—-X Y. 
Times.

GARili.M.DI OS THE H.ELATIO.VS OF AstER- 


:; A AND ENCLAND.—The following is a 
translation of a letter which Garabaldi 
had addressed to the editor of the Lon- 
don PitUli- Opinion on the relations be- 
tween England and America:

Gen. Sherman's Farewell Order.

Spteial Field Order—No. 76. 


The General commanding, announces to 


the Annies of the Tennessee and Georgia, 
that the time has come for us to part. 
Our work ia done, and armed enemies no 
longer defy ua. Some of you will be re- 
tained in sirvice until further orders. And 
now we are about to seperate, to mingle 
with the civil world, it becomes a pleasing 
duty to .recall fax mind the situation of na- 
tional affairs when, but little .more than a 
year ago, we -were^gathered about the 
twining cliffs of Lookout Mountain, and 
all the future was wrapped in doubt and 
uncertainty. Three armies "had "come to- 
gether from distant fields with -separate 
histories,.bound by. one cause—the union 
of our country and the perpetuation of 
the government of our institutions.— 
There is no need to recall to your memo- 
ries, Tunnel Hill, with its Rocky Face 
Mountain, and Buzzard Roost Gap, with 
the ugly forts of Dalton behind. 
We 


were in earnest, and paused not for dan- 
ger, but dashed through - Snake Creek 
Gap, and fell on -Resacca, then to the 
Etowah, to rDallas, -Kenesaw; and the 
heat of summer found.us oh the banks of 
the Chattahoo'chee, far from home and de- 
pendent on a single road for supplies 
Again we were not to be held back by 
any obstacle, and-crossed over and fought 
four heavy battles for the possession of 
the citadel of Atlanta. That was the cri- 
sis of our history. A doubt still clouded 
our future; but we solved the problem,

long enough to get new clothing, to reload 
our wagons, *nd again pushed on to ila 
leigh, and beyond, until we met our ene- 
my, suing for peace instead of war, and of- 
fering to submit to the injured laws of his 
and our country. 


As long as that enemy was defiant, 


nor mountains, nor rivers, nor swamps 
nor hunger, nor cold had checked us ; 
but when he who had fought us hard and 
persistently offered submission, your gen- 
eral thought it wrong to pursue him fur 
ther, and negotiations followed wlruh re 
suited, as you all know, in his surrender, 
How far the operations of the army hav< 
contributed to the overthrow of the cuufed 
eracy, to the peace which now dawns on 
us, must be judged by others, not by us 
but that you have done ail that men could 
do has been admitted by those in author 
ity, and we havfela right to join in the 
universal joy that tills our land because 
the war is over and our government stands 
vindicated before the world by the joint 
action of the volunteer armies of tho 
United States. 


To such as remain in the military ser- 


vice, your General need only remind you 
that successes in the past are due to hart 
work and discipline, and that the same 
work and discipline are equally important 
m the future. To such as go home, he 
will only say, that our favored country is 
so grand, so extensive, so diversified in cli 
mate, soil and productions, that every man 
may surely find a home and occupation 
suited to his tastes; and none should yielir 
to the natural impotence sure to resul 
from our past life of excitement and adven 
ture. You will be invited to seek new ad- 
ventures abroad; but do not yield to the 
temptation, for it will lead only to death 
and disappointment. 


6,en,eral now b!ds J°u all farewell 
with the full belief that, as in war you 
have been good soldiers, so in peace you 
will make good citizens ; and if, unfortu- 
nately, new wars should arise in our coun- 
try, Sherman's army will be the first to 
buckle on the old armor and come forth 
to defend and maintain the government oi 
our inheritencc and choice.

In the discussion on Mis 
sions, yesterday, Dr. John C. Lord, o 
Buffalo, X. Y., (formerly one who, by his 
own statements before the 
Assembly 


had conceded everything to Southern de 
mands'for the sake of peace,) unearthed a 
rebel tract published and circulated broad 
cast over the Squth. It is entitled "Our 
Design and Our Duty," and is put out b 
the "Evangelical Tract Society, Peters 
burg, Ya.; No. 215," and has on its title 
page the name of Rev. J. H. Thornwell D 
p., as its author. Dr. Thornwell, as is wel 
known, was Professor in the Theologica 
Seminary of the Presbyterian church a 
Columbus, S. C., and was one of the mos 
influential ministers in the country, am 
one of the clerical leaders, of the rebellion 
This tract, just revealed at the North, i 
one of the most scandalous productions 
from his pen yet published. The extrac 
was read by Dr. Lord to the General As 
sembly, and is as follows: 
" Public spirit will not have reachec 


the height which the exigency demands 
until we have relinquished all fastidious 
notions of military" etiquette, and have 
come to tho point of expelling the enemi 
by any and every means that God has nu" 
in our power. We are not fighting "for 
military! we are fighting for a home ane 
for national existence. We are not aim 
ing to display our national skill in tactics 
and generalship; we are aiming to show 
ourselves a free people, worthy to possess 
and able to defend tho institutions of our 
fathers. What signifies it to us how the 
foe is vanquished, provided it is done ? Be- 
cause we have not weapons of the most ap- 
proved workmanship, are we to sit stil 
and see our soil overrun, and our wivei 
and children driven from their homes 
while we have in our hands other weapons 
that can equally do the work of death ? 
Are we to perish if we cannot conquer bi 
the technical rules of scientific warfare' 
Are we to sacrifice our country to militan 
punctilio? The thought is monstrous 
We must be prepared to extemporise ex 
pfidicnts. We must cease to be chary 
either about our weapons, or the means o 
using them." 


As Dr. Lord observed, when reading 


the foregoing extract, here is found the 
authority from one of the foremost men ii 
the Chtircli, for every atrocity which the 
rebellion has exhibited, from the attempt 
to burn Northern cities, to blow up steam 
ers, to throw railroad trains of the track 
to murder and starve over G*,000 prison 
ers of war, the Fort Pillow massacre and 
tho a-saasination of the President of the 
United States. 


I had this tract in my hands and look 


ed through it. 
I think no one can peru* 


it without coming to the conclusion tha 
the leading men in the Southern Church 
are the must guilty of any persons con 
rernod in the rebellion. 
Who among civ 


ilians and military men, could doubt the 
moral propriety of any and every rebe 
atrocity, when Dr. Thornwell could urge 
such sentiments ?

Moisture in the Atmosphere. 


[From tin. Atlantic MonlMy.] 


It is the common belief that a dry at 


mosphere ia the most favorable to the con 
sumptivc. Many medical authors hav 
advanced this assumption. It is, never 
theloss, an error. In the British Isles am 
in I ranee, outside the cities and manufac 
tones; the mortality from pulmonary dis 
eases is much less than among the aeri 
cultural classes of this country. And on 
the western shores of this continent con 
sumption is comparatively unknown. 


Our disadvantage in this comparison i' 


attributable, in considerable part, to thi 
lack of humidity in our atmosphere With 
out the evidence of facts we might argu 
that excessive dryness of the air woulc 
produce dryness and irritability of the 
air passages. From time immemorial, wa- 
tery vapor has been used as a remedy in 
irritation and inilamation of the respira 
tory organs. 


A hundred times have my consumptive 


patients expressed surprise that the wel 
weather, in which I have insisted thai 
they should go out as usual, has not injur- 
ed them—that they even breathe more 
freely than on pleasant days. Of course 
I tell them if the body is well protected, 
the more moist the air the more gratefu 
to vour lungs. 


There is no possible weather which can 


excuse the consumptive for keepin" in- 
doors. Give him sufficient clothing "pro- 
tect his feet carefully, and he may go out 
freely in rain, snow and wind. 


That point of temperature at which the 


moisture of the atmosphere first becomes 
visible is known as the dew point. Ac- 
cording to one authority, the mean dew 
point in England, from the first of Novem- 
ber to the last of March, is about 35 de- 
grees, that of our Northern States about 
16 degrees. Now suppose a house in Eng- 
land is kept at a temperature of 70 de- 
grees, the drying power there would be 
represented by 35.' A house with the 
same temperature in Albany, forexample 
would possess a drying power of 54. This 
great contrast in the atmosphere of the 
two countries is strikingly illustrated by 
the diHerenee between the plump body and 
smooth skin of the Englishman, and 'she 
lean juioeless body, and the dry, cracked 
skin of the Yankee. It is also shown in 
the well known difference in the influence 
of house heat upon furniture. Our chairs 
and sofas and wood work warp and shrink 
while nothing of the sort occurs in Ene- 
land.

If we use a stove, its entire upper sur- 


face may be made a reservior for water • 
ornamental work, of but little cost, may 
be used to conceal it. The furnace may 
be made to send up, with its heat, many 
gallons of water daily, in the form of va- 
por. 
In justice to stoves and furnaces, 


must fay here, that, in the opportunity'to 
do this, they possess one advantage over 
open fire-places.

afternoon in your parlor, heated by a 
stove or furnace, returns Lome " glad to 
get out of that hot, stifling air." And 
yet the thermometer may have indicated 
that the kitchen was ten degrees warmer 
than the parlor. 
The dry heat of the 


parlor produced headache, irritability and 
r>erhups a sense of stricture in the chest 
If we would avoid these, a dry, chapped 
skin, an irritable nervous system, and a 
dry hacking cough, we must add the 
needed humidity be artificial means.
